The fact of a 
common voice could not banish the 
facts of geography. Each British 
nation would continue to be pre- 
occupied by its own regional prob- 
The theorists also are non- 
plussed by the evident necessity of 
single nations being vitally con- 
cerned in more than one region 
The nations of the Commonwealth 
are cases in point. Likewise the 
United States is just as much con- 
cerned with the Pacific as the 
American region. Canada’s vital in- 
terests, apart altogether from the 
Commonwealth, cannot be confined 
to a single region 

The difficulties with regionalism

tween war news and those other 
journalistic features which pre- 
serve the flavor of normal peace 
times 

And that, I think, has 
very essence of journalism’s great- 
est contribution to public morale 
during these trying and desperate 
years 

It is not good for the people of 
any nation to lose all connections 
with the habits and customs of 
peace. While it is necessary for 
the public to fight a total war inso- 
far as they must turn ali their 
energies into war production, they 
must still retain, in thgir minds and 
hopes, a background of normality 

If that link with normality, that 
is to say with the normal habits and 
customs of peace, is not retained, it 
is not difficult for a popu on to 
drift into a state of accepting w 
conditions as normal 

That dangerous state of mind was 
responsible for the senseless pro- 
longation of many historic Europ- 
ean wars 

I do not think it is exaggeration 
to say that the press, so far as 
many millions of people are 
cerned, particularly with regard to 
those families whose 
were peculiarly painful 
stituted the greatest if not the only 
link with normality
